Alonzo  Fleming  has  been  cared  for  by  Wallace  Raymond 
a  part  of  the  time  for  the  last  year ;  we  have  paid  $G  per 
month,  and  some  of  the  time  one  doUar  per  day  ;  this  has  cost 
the  town  $158.00  without  the  doctor's  bill  which  has  not  been 
received. 

We  have  seven  families  which  we  have  aided  in  the  last  year, 
and  these  bills  have  been  very  large. 

At  Northampton  Insane  Hospital  there  are  four  persons,  for 
which  we  have  issued  orders  for  $677.84  and  we  are  paid  back 
from  the  State  three-fourths  of  the  sum  total.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Wendell  : 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  while  the 
statistics  are  computed  for  the  year  ending  in  June, 
1900,  the  financial  report  herewith  submitted,  is  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  February  13,  1901. 

The  Northeast  school  was  discontinued  at  the 
close  of  the  spring  term,'i899,lea\^ing  but  four  schools 
in  operation.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  accommo- 
date all  our  scholars  satisfactorily,  yet  we  have  not 
felt  justified  in  keeping  open  more  than  the  four 
schools,  owing  to  the  small  enrollment. 

There  has  been  a  good  attendance  on  the  part  of 
nearly  every  child  living  at  a  distance  from  the 
schools.  This  regularity  gives  evidence  of  the  in- 
terest felt  by  the  parents  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  your  committee.

To  THE  School  Committee  of  Wendell  : 

In  reviewing  tlie  work  of  the  year  the  facts  per- 
taining to  statistics  first  claim  attention. 

These  are  compiled  from  registers  which  inclnde 
the  school  year  from  September,  1899^  to  June,  1900, 
as  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  instead 
of  from  April  to  April,  as  formerly. 

It  is  believed  that  statistics  based  upon  the  regu- 
lar school  year  will  be  more  accurate  and  uniform 
throughout  the  state.

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There  has  been  a  decrease  in  onr  per  cent,  of  at- 
tendance, dne  to  two  canses  —  an  nnusual  amount  of 
illness,  and  the  fact  that  the  State  Board  now  re- 
quires a  different  marking  on  the  school  registers. 
Formerly  a  name  was  dropped  after  five  consecutive 
days'  absence.  Now  we  are  required  to  keep  it  on 
the  roll  for  ten  days. 

In  respect  to  regularity  of  attendance  our  schools 
compare  favorably  with  other  towns. 

While  a  good,  attendance  does  not  necessarily  prove 
the  success  of :  the  schools  —  for  the  most  important 
part  of  the  school  work  is  not,  susceptible  of  formu- 
lation, can  neither  be  shown  by  statistics  nor  ex- 
pressed in  words  —it  shows  in, a  large  meastire  the 
confidence  of  the  community  in  its  schools.  "Not 
how  many,  but  how  well  they  have  attended,  is  the 
important  question." 

There  were  few  changes  in  the  teaching  force  for 
the  year  ending  in  June,  1900.  Miss  M.  E.  Murphay 
at  the  Northwest,  and  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hook  at  the  South- 
-west, remained  through  the  year.  Three  teachers 
were  employed  at  the  Allen  school,  two  at  the  Centre. 

Concerning  the  work  of  the  year  there  seems  little 
to  write  that  has  not  been  given  in  former  reports. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  elevate  and 
invigorate  character.  To  this  end  the  essential  fac- 
tor is  the  teacher.  To  realize  out  ideals  the  teacher 
must  be  one  who  has  the  ability  to  manage  a  school 
by  the  habitual  use  of  moral  influence  ;  one  who  has 
good  intellectual  qualifications,  a  broad,  generous 
nature,  decision  of  character  and  skill  in  teaching. 
A  poor  teacher  inevitably  defeats  the  main  purpose 
of  the  school. 

Idealizing  this  truth,  we  have  given  great  care  to 
the  selection  of  teachers  and  to  their  training  while 
in  the  work.  We  have  employed  none  but  trained 
teachers,  or  those  whose  ability  has  been  tested  in 
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tile  school  room.  Sucli  as  meet  these  requirements 
we  endeavor  to  retain  at  the  highest  salary  we  cail 
afford  to  pay. 

The  tendency  is  to  overcrowd  the  course  of  study ; 
to  require  a  large  amount  of  clerical  work.  It  is  a 
mistake  to  work  a  teacher  beyond  the  limit  of  her 
strength. 

All  the  required  studies,  and  studies  that  are  re- 
quired for  entrance  to  any  grade  in  any  town  or  city 
in  the  State, are  followed  in  our  schools,  but  an  effort 
is  made  to  so  adjust  these  studies  and  reduce  as  far 
as  possible  the  clerical  work,  as  to  leave  the  teacher 
opportunity  for  recreation  and  for  work  outside  of  the 
school  room  that  shall  broaden  and  elevate  character. 

The  most  economical  feature  of  any  school  is  the 
best  teacher  that  can  be  obtained  and  the  retention 
of  such  a  teacher  at  a  good  salary.  As  quoted  in  a 
former  report,  "  The  most  extravagant  feature  is  a 
poor  teacher  at  any  salary." 

The  best  is  the  cheapest  in  schools  as  in  all  other 
departments  of  business.  "Not  what  is  the  best  we 
can  do  for  a  certain  sum,  but  what  is  the  least  for 
which  we  can  secure  certain  results  with  the  least 
possible  outlay  of  money"  is  still  our  motto. 

In  the  schools  are  the  most  precious  jewels  of  the 
nation,  the  treasures  of  every  household.  The  hearts 
of  the  parents  are  in  the  schools  and  no  good  thing 
will  they  withhold  from  them  after  they  fully  under- 
stand their  needs.  Gladly  they  furnish  the  nieansnec- 
essary  for  their  growth  and  improvement  when  con- 
vinced of  their  necessities. 

In  June  a  day  was  set  aside  as  parents'  day.  An 
invitation  was  extended  to  all  interested  to  visit  the 
schools.  Writing  and  drawing  papers — the  daily 
work  of  the  term — which  included  the  written  work 
in  all  departments, were  on  exhibition.    The  regular 
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work  w-as_ continued  throughout  the  day.  While  we 
were  gratified  that  so  many  were  interested  we  would 
welcome  visits  at  more  frequent  intervals,  feeling  as- 
sured that  the  more  intimate  the  acquaintance  be- 
tween parents  and  schools  the  more  will  the  work 
of  the  schools  be  appreciated. 

October  twenty-sixth  the  Franklin  County  Teach- 
ers' Association  held  a  convention  in  town  hall, 
Orange,  which  was  attended  by  all  the  teachers  in 
the  district. 

The  expenses  of  these  conventions  are  met  by  an 
appropriation  from  the  S-tate  and  an  annual  assess-' 
ment  of  thirty-five  cents  from  each  member. 

These  meetings  are  helpful,  not  alone  from  a  peda- 
gogical standpoint  but  for  the  inspiration  and  impetus 
to  higher  quality  of  work  which  they  give. 

Two  pupils  received  diplomas  at  the  close  of  the; 
Spring  term,  Florence  G.Morey  of  the  Centre  school 
and  M.  Edward  Cannon  of  the  Allen.  The  former 
entered  the  New  Salem  High  school  and  the  latter  the 
Orange  High  in  September. 

In  the  management  of  schools  the  matter  of  school 
government  is  of  primary  importance.  It  is  one  of 
the  chief  difficulties  which  all  teachers  have  to  meet, 
and  no  good  teaching  can  be  done  unless  the  school . 
is  under  good  control.  It  has  an  important  bearing 
upon  the  moral  as  well  as  intellectual  growth 
and  should  receive  constant  attention.  The  ability 
to  govern  a  school  wisely  and  well  depends  in  a  meas- 
ure upon  prudence  and  self  control  and  is  a  necessary 
factor  in  accomplishing  the  legitimate  aims  of  the 
school. 

There  is  much  less  time  given  to  this  department 
of  the  work  than  formerly.  Recognizing  the  princi- 
ple that  a  happy,  busy  child  is  easily  controlled,  more 
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effort  is  made  to  interest  and  lead,  than  to  force  and 
drive. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  teachers  of  this  district 
are  to  be  commended  for  the  management  of  their  re- 
spective schools.  Corporal  punishment  is  seldom 
resorted  to,  and  never  except  in  extreme  cases. 

In  concluding  this,  my  tenth  annual  report,  it  gives 
me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesy  and 
cordial  support  accorded  me  by  committee,  teachers, 
and  patrons  of  the  schools.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  LAWS. 

Chapter  494. — An  act  to  regulate  the  employment  of  labor. 

Section  r.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  sliall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment. 
No  such  child  shall  be  employed  in  any  woik  perlormcd  for 
wages  or  other  compensation,  to  whomsoever  payable,  clui  ing 
the  hours  when  the  public  schools  ot  the  town  or  city  in  which 
he  resides  are  in  session,  nor  be  employed  at  any  work  before 
the  hour  of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  the  hour  of  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Chapter  496. Act  relative   to  school  attendance  afzd 
truancy. 

SiiCTiON  12.  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of 
age  shall  attend  some  public  da}'  school  in  the  town  or  city  in 
which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools 
are  m  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  chiltlren,  places  of 
attendance  and  schools  as  are  provided  for  in  Sections  3,  7,  10 
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and  II  of  this  act:  provided^  that  the  superintendent  of  schools 
or,  where  there  is  no  superintendent  of  schools,  the  school  com- 
mittee, or  teachers  acting  under  authority  of  said  superintendent 
of  schools  or  school  committee,  may  excuse  cases  of  necessary 
absence. 

Section  24.  Every  habitual  truant,  that  is,  every  child  be- 
tween seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually 
absents  himself  from  school  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
12  of  this  act,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer,  and  conviction 
thereof,  may  be  committed,  if  a  bo}^,  to  a  county  truant  school 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  if  a  girl,  to  the  State 
industrial  school  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is  placed  on  proba- 
tion as  provided  in  Section  28  of  this  act. 

Section  31 . — Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  be- 
tween seven  and  fourteen  years  ot  age  who  fails  for  five  day 
sessions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within  any  period  ot  six  months 
while  under  such  control,  to  cause  sucli  child  to  attend  school 
as  required  by  Section  twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental 
condition  ot  such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance 
at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant 
officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person  who  induces  or  attempts 
to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or 
employs  or  harbors  while  school  is  in  session  any  child  absent 
unlawfully  from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  laws  relating  to  labor  and  school 
attendance  is  given  below  : 

No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  can  work  in  any  factory, 
workshop,  or  mercantile  establishment  at  any  time. 

Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  must  at- 
tend school  while  the  schools  are  in  session.  After  five  days  of 
unexcused  absence  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  child  who  is  not 
in  school  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Any  person  who  employs  a  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
for  any  purpose,  while  the  schools  are  in  session,  is  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.

The  patrons  of  the  Library  have  found  the  doors 
open  every  Saturday,  excepting  during  the  painting  of 
the  same.  The  interest  continues  the  same  as  in 
former  years.  Our  librarian,  who  has  so  ably  filled 
the  position  since  the  Library  was  first  started,  was 
at  her  request  granted  a  leave  of  absence  this  winter, 
and  her  place  has  been  very  acceptably  filled  by  the 
trustees  during  her  absence,  by  Mrs.  F.  A.  Packard. 
We  have  added  by  purchase  47  books,  and  by  gift 
30  books,  from  the  following  :  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ballon, 
Miss  Alice  G.  Chandler,  Peabody  Institute  of  Pea- 
body,  Women's  Educational  Association  of  Boston 
and  the  Hon.  C.  B.  Tillinghast,  of  the  State  Library 
Commission.

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REPORT   OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Wendell  : 

For  the  school  year  ending  in  June,  1901,  four  schools  were 
open  the  entire  year,  and  the  South  school  one  term. 

The  financral  report  is  for  the  year  ending  in  February,  1902, 
during  which  time  six  schools  have  been  in  operation,  making 
the  expenses  considerably  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 

The  South  and  the  Northeast  schools  were  opened  because  it 
was  found  to  be  impossible  to  arrange  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
pupils  to  other  schools.  There  seemed  to  be  in  these  neighbor- 
hoods a  decided  feeling  against  consolidation  which  prevented  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  in  that  line. 

The  statistics  are  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June.  There 
is  a  gain  in  attendance,  and  it  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
cases  of  tardiness  were  fewer  in  number  than  during  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  most  important  change  of  the  year  is  in  the  supervision. 
Owing  to  the  vote  of  the  town  of  Orange  to  hire  a  superinten- 
dent independently  of  other  towns,  it  was  necessary  to  form  a 
new  district.  This  was  done  by  the  union  of  the  towns  of 
Erving,  Leverett,  Shutesbury  and  Wendell. 

Miss  L.  A.  Mason,  who  had  served  as  superintendent  of  the 
old  district  for  ten  years,  and  whose  work  in  our  schools  cannot 
be  over  estimated,  resigned. 

The  committee  of  the  towns  forming  the  new  district  met  in 
April  and  elected  Mr.  Arthur  R.  Webster  of  Orange  to  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  position  he  has 
filled  satisfactorily  since  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  the 
fVxU. 

Of  his  salary  Wendell  will  pay  $450  and  will  receive  from 
the  State  at  the  close  of  his  year,  August  1,  1902,  $375.  Of 
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this  amount  $225  is  to  be  applied  to  the  salary  of  the  superin- 
tendent, and  the  remainder  to  the  salaries  of  the  Wachers,  mak- 
ing the  net  cost  of  supervision  to  the  town,  $75.

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Report  ol  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  Wendell  : — 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  report  as  Super- 
intendent. It  will  be  impossible  for  me,  not  having  assumed 
the  duties  of  the  office  until  August,  1901,  to  review  the 
teachers  and  some  parts  of  the  school  work  as  begun  by  your 
former  Superintendent  in  accordance  with  the  State 
regulations: — namely,  from  September,  1900  to  June,  1901. 
The  table  of  attendance,  teachers,  etc.,  will  afford  some  op- 
portunity to  reflect,  but  I  am  unable  to  give  the  particular 
reasons  for  the  variations. 

In  taking  up  the  work  of  a  new  and  so  extensive  district,  I  have 
found  my  time  and  energy  much  divided,  because  of  the  many 
^nd  pressing  demands  made  upon  the  office.  The  teachers, 
pupils  and  local  conditions  were  all  strange  to  me.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  I  found  the  schools  in  excellent  condition, 
three  of  them  under  former  teachers  and  all  in  good  hands. 
The  records  and  necessary  information  was  also  at  hand,  so 
that  very  little  time  was  lost  in  opening  the  schools  in  August. 

The  veteran  teacher,  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hook,  continued  in  the 
South  school,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Stearns  in  the  Centre,  and  Miss  J. 
T.  DeLay  in  the  Depot  school.  At  the  Northwest  school, Miss 
Kate  Bachelder  succeeded  Miss  M.  E.  Murphay  who  accepted 
a  position  at  Turners  Falls,  Mrs.  Effie  Bowen  and  Miss  Mary 
E.  Miner  were  engaged  to  teach  the  Northeast  and  West  school 
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respectively.  All  the  teachers  have  been  doing  as  ^ood  work 
as  they  could  under  the  circumstances.  They  are  obliged  to 
devote  short  periods  to  each  class  in  order  to  have  all  the 
classes  recite,  so  they  can  not  help  the  different  })upils  as  much 
as^might  be^  desirable,  for  lack  of  time.  The  teachers  have  re- 
sponded to  and  assisted  the  Superintendent  in  his  efforts  to  keep 
in  close  touch  with  the  work  of  the  schools,  and  they  have 
cheerfully  acted  upon  his  suggestions. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  is  persistently  urging  the 
employment  of  Normal  trained  teachers  when  new  teachers  are 
engaged.  It  is  very  probable  that  legislation  will  require 
such  a  training  and  State  examinations  soon.  Inasmuch  as  the 
town  receives  much  financial  aid  from  the  State,  it  naturally 
follows  that  the  State  has  a  right  to  advise  about  the  use  of  the 
money.  Tt  would  be  better  from  an  educational  point  of  view 
to  comply  so  far  as  possible  with  the  suggestions  of  the  State. 
I  believe  the  committee  and  many  of  the  people  recognize  the 
advantage  of  having  such  teachers  provided  they  have  the 
natural  ability  to  teach,  but  it  is  hard  to  find  and  secure  these 
teachers  with  the  salary  offered.  We  have  been  especially 
fortunate  this  year  in  finding  teachers  of  ability,  but  we  must 
be  on  guard  in  the  future  and  do  all  in  our  power  toward  per- 
manent improvements. 

The  text  books  are  in  very  good  condition  though  there  is  a 
shortage  in  numbers.  A.  few  readers  and  geographies  are 
needed.  I  would  recommend  a  change  of  text  books  in 
arithmetics.  The  present  book  is  good  in  grades  when  the 
teacher  has  plenty  of  time  to  supplement  and  adjust.  In  our 
schools,  however,  a  series  that  brings  the  pupils  to  the  tunda- 
mental  principles  as  such  by  a  shorter  method  than  the  spiral, 
which  requires  about  nine  years,  is  preferable.  The  present 
books  are  good  for  the  lower  grades.  For  grades  six,  seven 
and  eight,  I  would  recommend  a  practical  and  comprehensive 
book,  and  a  complete  book  for  review  in  the  ninth  year.  Such 
a  plan  is  good  for  any  school  and  specially  so  for  our  schools 
because  so  many  pupils  drop  out  before  the  course  is  completed. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good  on  the  whole,  though  the 
last  of  the  winter  term  was  much  broken  by  vaccinations,  which 
the  Board  of  Health  deemed  necessary.    I  regret  that  this 
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action  was  not  taken  during  the  Thanksgiving  vacation  or  a 
few  weeks  later.  At  either  time  it  would  not  have  interfered  with 
our  school  attendance.  As  the  vaccination  lias  been  so  general, 
it  might  be  best  to  require  the  others  to  be  vaccinated ''accord- 
ing to  requirements  of  the  law  and  so  prevent  another  such 
interruption. 

I  consider  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  of  pupils  a 
very  important  matter.  It  shows  the  interest  of  pupils  and 
parents.  School  work  can  not  be  performed  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  without  close  attention.  In  this  respect,  it  is  like  every 
other  worthy  occupation.  In  Wendell  there  is  not  the  signal 
for  "no  school"  as  in  larger  places,  but  the  children  come  to 
school  generally  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  showing  that  many 
have  not  lost  the  sturdiness  and  self-denial  of  their  ancestors,  as 
in  the  case  of  many  city  children.  I  appreciate  this  effort  on 
the  part  of  pupils  and  parents  and  hope  it  may  continue,  for  it 
is  a  most  wholesome  lesson  for  the  pupils.  They  will  enjoy, 
I  believe,  better  health  for  it. 

The  convention  of  the  Franklin  County  Teachers'  Association 
w{i8  held  in  Greenfield  and  was  attended  by  all  the  teachers. 
These  meetings  are  very  interesting  and  helpful,  and  merit  the 
support  of  every  teacher. 

The  town  is  not  situated  as  well  as  we  might  wish  for  con- 
solidation. If  there  were  a  larger  school  house  at  the  Center, 
it  might  be  easier  to  close  some  of  the  smaller  schools  and 
increase  and  improve  the  larger.  At  present  this  is  not  pos- 
sible. It  was  impossible  to  secure  conveyance  for  the  pupils  in 
the  West  and  Northeast  districts,  so  these  two  very  small 
schools  were  opened.  This  increased  the  expenses  and  caused 
a  deficiency  of  funds  for  supplies  and  books.  There  are  many 
advantages  afforded  by  consolidating  the  small  schools.  I  will 
name  two  concerning  teachers.  It  is  difficult  to  find  good 
teachers  for  the  salary  offered,  and  if  they  are  really  successful, 
other  positions  paying  larger  wages  will  attract  them.  Fewer 
schools  and  larger  salaries  would  aid  in  securing  experienced 
teachers,  and,  what  is  more,  would  help  to  keep  them. 

Now  that  the  new  road  from  the  Northwest  school  to  Farley 
is  opened,  it  would  seem  possible  to  build  a  school  house  which 
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could  accommodate  the  pupils  on  the  Wendell  side  at  Farley 
and  those  at  the  Northwest  school.  A  good,  substantial  buildino^ 
large  enough  for  these  pu[)il8  could  be  constructed  for  $1000.  It 
would  be  a  savin(y  from  $50  to  $75  per  year,  and  pay  the  interest 
on  the  money  for  a  new  building  if  necessary.  The  teacher's 
salary  could  be  increased  as  well!  This  is  probably  the  most 
important  school  question  that  can  be  brought  before  the  voters. 
I  hope  some  action  will  be  taken  to  investigate,  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  voters. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  thanking  the  teachers, 
committee  and  all  who  have  aided  me  in  performing  my  duties 
by  their  kindly  interest  and  helpful  co-operation.  Pledging  my 
best  efforts  to  the  schools  and  bespeaking  your  contmued  inter- 
est in  them,  I  remain,

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LIBRARY  REPORT. 


To  THE  Hon.  Selectmen,  Town  of  Wendell,  Mass.  : 
Gentlemen: — 

The  Wendell  Free  Library  has  prospered  much  more  than 
formerly  the  past  few  months,  and  has  come  to  be  recognized 
next  to  our  schools,  as  not  only  a  useful  institution  of  knowledge, 
but  also  of  recreation  to  many  of  our  people  ;  we  only  wish  it 
could  be  to  all.  We  have  been  most  generously  remembered 
with  gifts  of  books  from  friends  in  other  places.  We  have  had 
two  sets  of  books  loaned  us  by  the  Woman's  Educational  So- 
ciety of  Boston,  and  two  sets  of  pictures,  also  a  set  of  Stereop- 
ticon  Views  of  Birds  loaned  by  Mass.  Audubon  Society.  All 
of  these  proved  to  be  a  great  success. 

Miss  Kavana,  our  librarian,  seeing  with  the  growth  of  the 
Library  the  need  of  a  change  in  classification  and  cataloguing, 
adopted  the  Cutter  system.  Through  her  solicitation  of  friends 
outside  of  the  town,  she  has  furnished  the  Library  with  desk, 
chair,  drawer  catalogue  with  cards,  lamp  and  step-ladder  at  a 
cost  of  thirty-two  dollars  which  does  not  include  the  ladder. 
One  friend  gave  twenty-five  dollars,  one  five  dollars,  and  two 
one  dollar  each.  She  applied  to  the  Conway  Library  trustees 
for  a  portion  of  books  which  they  were  to  give  away,  and  has 
been  promised  by  them  quite  a  number.  She  has  attended  for 
the  benefit  of  the  library,  at  her  own  expense,  meetings  of  the 
Mass.  Western  Library  Club  of  which  she  is  a  member,  at 
Northfield  and  Greenwich  Village,  and  at  Worcester  of  the 
Mass.  Library  Club,  thereby  keeping  our  library  before  the 
public,  which  has  been  the  means  of  obtaining  much  valuable  in- 
formation and  many  favors. 
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During  her  absence  the  library  has  been  under  the  care  of 
Mrs.  Geo.  A.  Fleming,  who  is  very  much  interested  in  the 
work,  and  doing  all  possible  to  promote  its  interests. 

We  have  added  by  purchase  59  books,  and  by  gifts  113.
